A\ ashikgtos, June 2.L—Miss Folsom ar­ 
rived safely in W ashington shortly after 
5:30 this morning, anil was met by Colonel 
Lamont. There were very few persons in 
the Baltimore and Potomac depot when 
the train arrived, allhough it was broad 
daylight. The train was composed of four 
cars and President Roberts' private car. 
the latter being occupied by Miss Folsom 
and party. 
Miss Folsom was dressed in 
black, and wore a wrap of the sam e color 
to protect her from the m orning air, a 
stylish hat trim m ed with white and black 
ribbons, and black kid gloves. 
She is of 
medium size, and her m anner was shy and 
restless. 
She was escorted by Colonel 
I.ainont tu a carriage and driven direct to 
the W hite House with Mrs. Folsom, who 
was dressed in black and looked a little 
tired, and Mrs. Rogers, of Syracuse. There 
was a Little delay, owing lo a num ber of 
Knglish-looking 
hnt-bo.xes 
and shawl- 
straps and other bundles which had to be 
looked after. There was a slight, misty 
rain falling when the train arrived. 
Later 
on the clouds broke away, and there is 
every prospect now of .line weather. 
The W hite House was entirely closed to 
visitors to-day, and the usual afternoon re­ 
ception by the President was omitted. 
Several express wagons unloaded num erous 
packages of various sizes at the m ain en­ 
trance, which were at once removed from 
sight. Some were addressed to the Presi­ 
dent, some to Miss Folsom, some to Col­ 
onel Lamont, and one to Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland. 
.Most of them were undoubt­ 
edly wedding presents. 
EMBARRASSED DIPLOMATS. 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 28th.—The most re­ 
m arkable meeting ever held by the Diplo­ 
matic Corps took place at the residence of 
Viscount 
Das N’uumciras. the Minister 
from Portugal, No. 140-1 II street, begin­ 
n in g at 10 A. m to-day. There was a very 
full attendance, as the m eeting was called 
to decide upon some appropriate mode of 
procedure to extend the com pliments of 
the representatives of foreign countries to 
President and Mrs. Cleveland. 
It was 
agreed that the situation was an extraordi­ 
nary one. 
In one respect the wedding will 
partake of the custom of royalty, inasmuch 
as when an Emperor, King or Czar takes 
unto him self a wife the bride-elect has 
come to him to be married, instead of the 
gri o n going to her home, as is the custom 
in all other marriages. The Diplomatic 
Corps, however, have not been officially 
notified of the wedding, and at the meeting 
quite a num ber of them expressed their 
embarrassment at the existing condition of 
affairs. One proposition was that the Corps 
should go in a body to the W hite House 
upon a date agreeable to the President and 
his wile, and extend their official congratu­ 
lations. The second plan was for each 
representative to call inform ally with the 
same object in view. The latter plan was 
agreed to. 
It is understood that ;he Corps 
feels that it has been “ snubbed,” and the 
congratulations are likely to be of the most 
frigid and formal character. 


TH E BRIDEGROOM'S PLANS. 
W ashington, June 
2d.—It 
was 
an­ 
nounced in the dispatches on Sunday that 
the President would take a short wedding 
trip. Later inform ation confirms this state­ 
ment. 
Ex-Senator Davis of West Virginia 
had an interview w ith the President last 
evening. 
Being approached on the subject 
of his mission, Davis sa id : “The President 
and his wite will take a short bridal tour, 
you can depend on that. 
Just when or 
where they are going I am not at liberty to 
say.” 
Davis has a charm ing cottage at 
Deer Park, on the crest of the Alleghanies. 
and it is far from improbable that the dis­ 
tinguished couple may go there. 
It is re­ 
ported that the President may take a cruise 
on the Potomac on the yacht W anda. This 
is the vessel in which the President took a 
trip with Representative Scott of Pennsyl­ 
vania and others a short time ago. 
It is a 
tine vessel and luxuriously fitted up and 
furnished, but the bride, who has ju st come 
across the ocean, will no doubt prefer a 
land voyage. 


A L IT T L E CAREW ORN. 
The President seemed careworn when lie 
came into Private Secretary Lam ont’s office 
this forenoon. 
Mr. Cleveland was up at 5 
o'clock, and received the bride-elect and 
her m other. 
The ladies were at once 
escorted to their rooms, where they will 
rem ain until the ceremony to-night.

W ashington, Ju n e 2d.—Other weddings 
there h ive been at the W hite House—eight 
in all—but .never before to-day has the 
highest diginty iu the land bowed his head 
within its historic walls to receive the bless­ 
ing of the church on his union in the holy 
bonds of m atrim ony. 
From 
the very 
dawn of the wedding day the city seemed 
alive to the approaching event. 
Little 
kno s o f iiLcrs talked it over on the side­ 
walks in (ront of the hotels, sedate m a­ 
trons gossiped as they passed along the 
streets, and bevies of laughing girls chatted 
and speculated about the coming moment- 
out ceremony. 
Many were the curious

draped windows of the W hite House, 
and

the loiterers who 
gathered early in the afternoon w ithin the 
grounds. 
Little or nothing in the appear­ 
ance of the mansion or its surroundings 
indicated to the casual passer-by that the 
mncli-talked-of event was at hand. The 
stiil and m urky haze of the early forenoon 
had now wholiv given place to clear skies 
and warm southerly breezes, while yellow 
slanting sunbeams filtered through the 
foliage of the park and made dickering 
pictures upon the velvety tu rf beneath. 
The great fountain did its best to attract 
attention, shooting its cooling spray to the 
verge of its granite basin, and flowering 
shrubs and forms of tropical green filled 
the m arginal gaps in the picture. The sea's 
in the park across theavenue were occupied 
by lawn-clad maidens, while half the 
young lovers in town, moved 
by the

About 8 o'clock yesterday morning a tel­ 
ephone message was received at the station- 
house, saying that there was an insane man 
nt Second and Q streets. Officers Coffey 
and Farrcn went there, and took Richard 
Shea, who had been acting queerly, into 
custody, lie has been an inmate of the 
Insane Asylum at Stockton, and since 
then has at times given indications of 
not 
being 
in 
full possession 
of his 
mental faculties, lie told the officers that 
he did not want to go to Stockton again— 
he would rather be shot. If it was not 
pleasant to the officers to shoot him, he 
suggested that two men hold him and an­ 
other break his windpipe. It was Thought 
that if he would eat something, after arriv­ 
ing at the station-house, lie would feel bet­ 
ter, but he did not care to eat. However, 
he had a comforting talk with the cook. 
Later in the day the idea that some one 
wanted to kill him prevailed strongly, and 
he wanted officer Karren to “ knock him 
stupid with chloroform” first. He was 
sent lo the County Jail for examination by 
the Commissioners of Lunacy. 
Shortly after Shea was arrested, a man 
who gave his name as J. Hope appeared at 
the station-house and inquired for “ the 
boss.” Officer Farren, with his customary 
affability, introduced himself as tempora­ 
rily in that capacity, and Hope explained 
that some one was going to shoot him, and 
feared that he would be shot through a 
window. To defend himself, he had pur­ 
chased a revolver. He is a sheepherder, 
and it is surmised that he read the account 
of the recent assassination of Mr. Stanton, 
in Shasta county, and it made a deep im­ 
pression upon his mind. He has been sick 
recently and receiving treatment from a 
physician in the city. It was deemed best 
to detain him for a while, in the hope that 
liis mental condition would improve. 


THE PERJURY CASE. 
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Is That All? 
Yesterday Ah Fan, who was arrested by 
J. T. Bradford for burglary-, in entering the 
latter’s barn, about a mile from the city, a 
few weeks ago, was arraigned before Judge 
Van Fleet, and entered a plea of guilty. 
He is an inMligCTit-looking Celestial, and 
speaks good English. 
His account ol the 
matter, given in Court, was that as he was 
passing Bradford's place the heel of one of 
his boots came off, and he jumped over 
into the yard, went to the stable, found a 
hatchet and nailed the heel ou, then threw 
the hatchet back, and was leaving when 
the owner of the premises saw and arrested 
him, after a chase. Judge Van Fleet said 
if that was all there was in the ease he 
could not think of committing the defend­ 
ant to prison.

The case of S. W. Austin, charged with 
Derjnry, and those of Eugene Avery- and 
J. C. McGinnis, charged with suborna­ 
tion of the same, were called in the Police 
Court yesterday morning. The defendants 
were represented by C. T. Jones and Grove 
L. Johnson, and the prosecution by Dis­ 
trict Attorney- Buckley and City Attorney 
Hart. The case, from its peculiar compli­ 
cations, attracts considerable attention, and 
the Court-room was crowded with specta­ 
tors. In the absence of Judge Henry, Jus­ 
tice of the Peace Henley presided. 
City Attorney Hart asked for a continu­ 
ance of the case for one day, on the grounds 
of the inability of the prosecuting witness, 
Mbs Maggie J. Hill, to’ be present, on ac­ 
count of sickness. He produced and read 
a certificate, signed bv M. F. Clayton, M. 
D., which stated that Miss Hill was suffer­ 
ing from severe nervous prostration. Coun­ 
sel asked that, in view of the fact of the 
illness of Miss Hill as set forth in the phy­ 
sician’s certificate, the case be continued 
until Friday or Saturday, or u n til.such 
time as she would be able to appear in 
Court. 
Mr. Johnson opposed the motion to post­ 
pone. lie said counsel for defense were 
willing to agree to either of two things : 
First, to take her testimony at her resi­ 
dence; second, to allow the City Attorney 
to write out what he expected to prove by 
Miss Hill, and they would admit, in order 
to save time, that such testimony was 
given in the case. He argued that under 
such circumstances a continuance of the 
case should not be granted. 
Mr. Hart said it was in the interest of all 
concerned to have as thorough an examin­ 
ation as possible, and he was desirous that 
all the facts connected with the case should 
be brought out. He desired the nresence 
of the prosecuting witness ; she should be 
present during the taking of the testimony. 
He was satisfied that her condition at the 
present time was not what it should be to 
allow her to take a part in the proceedings. 
He had not become as familiar with the 
case as he woultl like to be, anti felt that 
the prosecution would be aided by her 
presence. When a witness gave testimony 
in Court, the manner of giving the same 
had weight with the Court. 
Mr. Jones opposed the continuance. The 
case was one o f alleged perjury, committed 
in obtaining a license from the County 
Clerk. It matters not in this case what in­ 
jury Mbs Hill received, or is alleged to 
have received. The question is simply 
whether or not perjury lias been commit­ 
ted. She is not a material witness in the 
case. He did not think a certificate of a 
physician is better than the statement of 
anyone else in a case of this kind. It is a 
notorious fact that physicians’ certificates 
are given to fit eases. He did not believe 
in punishing a party before he is convicted. 
The defendant was finishing the last month 
of his college course, and this delay would 
injure him to an extent that could not be 
computed. He was of the opinion that 
Miss Hill did not desire to come into Court 
and show her hand. 
The Court said he would either proceed 
with the ease at once or postpone it until 
after the date of the graduating exercises at 
Berkeley. 
Mr. Johnson—This case hanging over 
Mr. Austin would he in the way of his 
graduating. 
The Court said he believed the prosecut­ 
ing witness should be present, and if the 
prosecuting attorneys would not consent to 
take her testimony at her residence, the 
case would go over until after the date of 
the college exercises. 
After a brief consultation of the attor­ 
neys on both sides, it was agreed to go to 
Miss Hill’s room and take her testimony if 
possible. 
Recess until 1 r. m. 
afternoon session. 
When Court was called to order in the 
afternoon. Mr. Buckley said that the attor­ 
neys had been refused admission to Miss 
Hill’s room. She lmd refused to see ilie 
Court, and a physician that had been called 
in under tbe plea that she was ill. The 
prosecution was in the same position they 
were in the morning; they did not feel 
like going on with the case without the 
witness, and referring to Dr. Clayton’s cer­ 
tificate read at the morning session, asked 
a continuance of the case. 
The Court—If she is a material witness, 
that fact ought to be stated to the Court in 
the form of an affidavit. 
Mr. Hart was sworn, and under oath 
stated that, among other things, he ex­ 
pected to prove by the indisposed witness 
that she was present at a conversation 
between 
Austin. Averv and McGinnis, 
shortly after the marriage license was pro­ 
cured. She was called out of the house, 
Avery saying he wanted to talk with her. 
lie spoke of the name which appeared in 
the certificate i Hiram C. Avery), said it was 
wrong, but added that makes no difference, 
don’t say anything about it. He also told 
her that bis true name was not Eugene 
Avery, but Ilughson Anderson. He after­ 
wards agreed to get another license, and 
sought to marry her upon a license issued 
to a’fictitious person. He told her “ if the 
minister reads the certificate Hiram C. 
Avery don’t say anything about it.” 
Grove L. Johnson said : While this is not 
true, we will admit it to be troe in order to 
go on with the case. We will admit that 
she would testify to that if brought here, 
and, for the sake of proceeding with the 
case, will admit that it is the truth, not­ 
withstanding that it is not. 
The Court then ordered counsel to pro­ 
ceed with the case. 
THE testimony. 
The first witness called was County Clerk 
W. B. Hamilton. His testimony, summed 
up. was that on the evening of October 31, 
1885, about ft o’clock, McGinnis rang the 
door-bell at Hamilton’s residence, and, 
when the latter appeared, told him he de­ 
sired to procure a license for a young 
man from San Francisco who wanted 
to get married. 
Hamilton put on his 
hat 
and started 
for the Court-house 
with McGinnis. At the gate lie met a young 
man whom McGinnis introduced to’ him 
as Mr. Avery, the applicant for the license. 
He was a young man, wore spectacles, and 
he recognized Mr. Austin, the defendant in 
Court, as the man to whom he was intro­ 
duced. 
The three started for the Court­ 
house. McGinnis left them, after traveling 
a couple of blocks, hut joined them again 
on their arrival at the Court-house. 
Mr. 
Hamilton filled out the blank affidavit re­ 
quired in such cases, filling in the blanks 
with the names and ages as he was in­ 
formed they were. Austin signed the affi­ 
davit “ H. C. Avery.” The Clerk adminis­ 
tered the usual oath to Austin, and required 
Mr. McGinnis to subscribe bis name to the 
document as a witness. He said McGinnis, 
whom lie had known by sight for many 
years, said he was a brother-in-law of the 
girl, and seemed to be superintending the 
whole business. Austin said to him ; “ The 
girl’s age is 20; my age, 23." 
‘ Mr. Hamilton was excused from the 
stand for a few moments, and Mrs. Mary 
J. Eigbmy was sworn as a witness. She 
said the Hill sisters roomed in her house. 
In regard to the prosecuting witness’ 
health she said : “ She is well, but nervous 
and excited. She has not been in bed all 
day to day. When Dr. Cluness came out 
of her room to-dav I said to him, * She is 
as well as 1 am.’ 'H e replied, * Y es; only a 
little nervous.’ I said, * ^ ou ought to go 
down to Court and tell them.’ He said, 
‘ You can do that if you like, and tell them 
for me that I say she is well. 
ANOTHER XOTIOH to POSTPONE. 
W. A. Anderson, who had not heretofore 
appeared in the case, came into the Court­ 
room and announced that be had been 


clerical error. 
That man with the spec­ 
tacles on behind you swore to the affidavit, 
and the license was issued for him to him .” 
Some time later the elder sister called for 
a marriage license for the same parties, 
saying it was a forced marriage. He re­ 
fused to issue it. Miss Maggie called after­ 
wards herself and the license was issued 
to her. 
On redirect examination. Mr. Hamilton 
said he wrote the name of Maggie J. Hill 
in the affidavit instead of H. C. Avery by 
mistake. He made out the affidavit before 
he issued the license, and filled out both, 
by the answers of Austiu and McGinnis. 
“ T swore Austin, and asked him his name, 
and ho answered Hiram C. Avery.” 
THE SISTER’S TESTIMONY. 
Sarah A. Hill, sister of the prosecuting 
witness, was the next witness. She said 
she knew all the defendants. Austin was 
in the city last October ; saw him several 
times that month ; Avery spoke to her 
about A ustin.calling him Oscar; spoke to 
: Austin regarding the license; talked with 
I him about it at the State University. Spoke 
j to him about the perjury case. He said, 
’ " You can disgrace me, but you cannot 
punish me.” He said, " I will have noth­ 
ing more to do with it.” 
I said, “ Are you 
not sorry that you one time accommodated 
a friend?” 
He replied, “ Yes, 1 am.” 
Spoke to Mr. McGinnis about the license 
before his wife. He said he intended to 
stop the minister, and hold Austin and 
Avery both for perjury. He said this to me 
in the presence of his wife. He said that 
Hamilton issued the certificate on his 
(McGinnis’) honor. He afterwards boasted 
of it to me in the presence of his wife. 
When Avery was spoken to about it, he 
replied, " That will be all right; you will 
have to go to Court to prove the man.” 
Just wlmt he meant by that I don’t know. 
Learned of the wrong name in the certifi­ 
cate that night. Eugene said it was a mis­ 
take, and seemed to be anxious to go back 
and correct it that night. McGinnis also 
seemed to be very anxious about it. They 
wanted to go back, they said, to the Clerk’s 
office, but think it was only a pretext to get 
away. Avery’s first name is Eugene. 
On cross-examination witness said Eu­ 
gene had gsked to be married by tbe name 
I of Hughson Anderson, declaring that to be 
i his right name. 
A marriage certificate made out in Wood­ 
, land Nóvember 2. 1885, was issued to Eu­ 
gene A. Avery and Margaret J. Hill. 
Witness related several conversations she 
had with Mr. Johnson regarding the case. 
She went to him, knowing he was Mr. 
Avery’s attorney, to endeavor to bring 
about a reconciliation that would save her 
sister’s honor and give a name to the lat­ 
ter’s offspring. 


corroborating testimony. 
The next witness was Mrs. Tryou, a lady 
who at one time employed one of the Hiil 
girls as a domestic, and who Lus befriended 
them in their dire necessities. She said 
she was acquainted with the Misses Hill. 
She had seen Eugene Avery and Mr. Austin 
before, and pointed them out in Court. 
Mr. McGinnis, brother-in-law to the Hill sis­ 
ters. called at her residence one evening and 
asked it Mr. Avery and Maggie Hill could 
be married at her house. She consented, 
líe was accompanied by Avery and Austin, 
whom he introduced to her. Austin and 
McGinnis went off to procure the license, 
and soon returned with it. 
McGinnis 
asked for Maggie, and she went outside. 
W hile standing near the window witness 
overheard 
their 
conversation. 
Austin 
wanted no one in the rooms but those four. 
“ Let Mac be your witness and Austin mine. 
If there is anything in the name you don’t 
like, don’t object.” Maggie said she was not 
satisfied with the name. The matter was 
spoken of to the minister, and he declined 
to have anything to do with it until a cer­ 
tificate was issued in proper form. Avery 
remained upon my porch during the time 
McGinnis and Austin were gone for the 
license. When the discovery was made of 
the wrong name, I asked Mr. Avery about 
it, and he said that his name was H. C. 
Avery. 
Upon cross-examination witness said she 
did not thiuk McGinnis had acted towards 
his sister-in-law as he should. From what 
Sarah and Maggie told her she did not 
think he could be called even a friend of 
theirs. She never had any confidence in 
McGinnis. There was a subsequent license 
issued by County Clerk Hamilton for their 
marriage. Rev. Mr. Dille banded it to her, 
and she gave it to Maggie. 
Adjourned to 9 a. m. to-day.
